_MEANS REDUCTION IN WAGES.

Carnegie Has Already Given the Nine- 
ty Days’ Notice and Glass Work- 
ers Have Been Reduced.

CHICAGO, Oct. 21.—The most sweeping 
and disastrous reduction in wages in the 
history of American industry will follow the 
Presidential election if the gold standard is 
finally foisted upon the nation. 

This is an absolute fact. It may as well 
be understood. Wage earners are warned ‘n 
advance, and if they fail to heed and gov- 
ern themselves accordingly it is their own 
fault. 

If Mr. McKinley is elected there will be a 


reduction in wages in all the great factorics 
and mills of the country. 

There is nothing cheering in this outlook, 
but it is well to look a situation of this 
kind full in the face. It is idle to indulge ia 
dreams of hope when the future contains 
nothing but @ prospect of reduced wages to 
miliions of workmen and producers. it is 
not a pleasant task to break unwelcome 
news. Here are the facts: 

Were it not for the certainty that a gen- 
eral reduction in wages would bury Mr, Mc- 
Kinley under an avalanche of votes, wages 
would have been reduced two months ago. 
By almost superhuman energy Mark Hanna 
and the Republican managers have avert- 
ed the reduction except in a few unimport- 
ant instances. The great trusts with their 
billions of money and their millions of em- 
ployes have been federated into a campaign 
machine, and have acted in concert. They 
have done so at an enormous sacrifice in 

rofits. They have paid millions into the 

epublican campaign fund, but their contro- 
butions to Mr. Hanna are as a trifle com- 
— with the wage fund they are being 
orced to pay, pending the date of the Presi- 
dential election. Many great corporations 
have been runn.ng at an actual loss, and the 
banks have been called on for support, un- 
til the strain threatened a panic. 

But it was life or death. To shut dowa 
was a fatal admission. To reduce wages 
was suicidal. The weak ones were encour- 
aged morally and financialiy and they are 
now entering on what they propose shall be 
the last month of the present wage scale. 


If McKinley is elected, the political ora- 
tors of the next decade will grow eloquent 
in description of the ‘‘good times of 1896.’’ 
They will describe how in the fall of 1893 
the great factories were running on fuil 
time; how every man who desired work 
could find it; how the tramp became a 
rarity and the smoke from a thousand 
factory shafts blackened the sky and the

and. 

There is not a manufacturer in the coun- 
try who has not already made out a sched- 
ule of wage reduction. They meet and 
talk it over at their clubs. There is not a 
well-posted man in Chicago, New York, 
Philadelphia, Pittsburg or any other man- 
ufactur.ng center who does not know that 
there will be a general reduction in wages 
as one effect the day after McKinley is 
elected. 

The United States has been on an absolute 
gold basis s.nce the repeal of the Sherman 
act, which repeal was in 1893. Since that date 
there Jhas been a steady and relentless re- 
duction in prices and consequently in profits. 
Wages herve been reduced sometimes in 
no proportion as compared with the decline 
in selling price of ail forms of property 
with the single exception of gold. Real 
estate has decl.ned, rents have fallen, manu- 
factured goods have decreased in selling 
price; thousands of articles of manufacture 
and common use have dropped slowly but 
surely. in the price scaie. Look at your, 
stock reporis: Compare the lLsted value 
of railroad stocks w:th the quotations of a 
year ago. Pick up your paper and compare 
the quotations on the great industrial stocks 
w.th the figures of a ye ago. They tell 
the same story; the stor fa steady de- 
cline in values with the decreased earnings 
for cap.tal. 

Capital and not labor has\been the suf- 
ferer from the condition of affairs.

Capital respects the great 
labor organizations which stand like a rock 
in defense of prevailing wages.

President Paramore Won’t Discuss 
Southard’s Alleged Defalcation. 


+ President F. W. Paramore of the Para 


more Investment Co. refuses to discuss 


at any length a statement brought out by- 


the rearrest of E. C. Southard, that the 
former confidential clerk of the company 
is alleged to be short in his accounts $18,- 
727.51. 

Southard was rearrested Wednesday af- 


ternoon on complaint of F. W. Paramore, 
having been released from jail a few days 
@go under bond to answer the charge of 
forgery made against him by E. E, Para- 
more, secretary of the company. 

Southard’s arrest on the forgery charge 
Was made while he was in Chicago, and 
he was alleged to have forged E. EK, Para- 
more’s name to a $2,000 check drawn against 
Paramore’s private bank account. The new 
charge against Southard is also forgery, 
F. W. Paramore claiming that his name was 
forged by Southard to a $400 check against 
his private bank account. 

Southard states, however, that imme- 
diately after his first arrest, expert ac- 
countants went over his books, and that F. 
W. Paramore told him after his rearrest 
that he had been found to be $18,727.51 short 
in his acounts. He claimed that if given 
access to the books he could explain away 
the discrepancy. fs 

“I do not care to discuss the matter, 

a F. W. Paramore to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. "There has been nothing like 
an $18,000 shortage found, though.” 

“Has Southard been found short in his 
accounts?” 

“We charge him with having counter- 
feited our names to checks. What other 
charges we may prefer I do not care to 
say. I do not wish to appear discourteous, 
but it is a private matter, which concerns 
ourselves alone, and I do not want to talk 
about it.’’ 

A warrant was issued Thursday morning 
@gainst Southard charging him with the 
theft of $400 from the Paramore Investment 
Company last June.

“There has been nothing like 
an $18,000 shortage found, though.”
